Russian  grain  harvest  and  autumn  sowings 

The  total  area  of  ceruals  cut  up  to  September  .  10  was  191,008,000 
acres  or  89  per  cent  of  their  acreage.     Of  the  area  cut,  26,193,000  acres 
were  unthreshed  and  unricked,  according  to  cabled  advices- on  September  24 
from  Agricultural  Attache  Stcere  at  Berlin.    Fall  sowings  on  September  15 
amounted  to  56,586,000  acres,  or  54  per  cent  of  the  plan,  which  compared 
with  45,219,000  acres  sown  at  this  time  last  year.     Fall  seeding  was  not 
up  to  expectations  in  the  northwestern  part  of. Russia,  whore  they  had 
planned  to  complete  their  operations  by  September  10.     Procuring  of  grain 
the  first  half  of  September  was  36  per  cent  of  the  plan  for  the  month.

European  crop  conditions 

Better  weather  recently  in  France  stopped  the  deterioration  of  the 
quality  of  the  crop,  according  to  Mr.  Steere's  cable.    As  a  result  of  the 
rains  in  Czechoslovakia ,  root  crops  improved,  particularly  the  sugar  beet 
crop.    The  heavy  rains  in  Austria  recently  were  unfavorable  to  the  corn 
crop  but  favorable  to  fall  sowings.    Poland  reports  delayed  sowings.  August 
rains  -caused  the  wheat  crop  in  Lithuania  to  deteriorate.    Latvia  yields  were 
reported  about  50  per  cent  reduced. 

European  market  conditions 

Prices  generally  were  well  maintained  on  continental  European  wheat 
markets  during  the  week  ended  September  24,  Mr.  Steere'  states.  Holland 
was  doing  good  business  in  spot  Russian  wheat,  near-by' U.S.  hard  winter 
and  Manitobas,  with  offers  from  the  Danube  less  pressing.     Belgium  reported 
moderate  activity  in  Danube  and  Plate  wheats.    French  domestic  offers  were 
mainly  of  low  quality;  business  was  about  normal.  •  -Domestic  wheat  and  rye 
markets  in  Czechoslovakia  were  firmer.    Austria  was  quiet  but  firmer  because 
of  th,e  decline  in  Rumanian  offers.     On  September  24  the  German  grain  markets 
were  very  uncertain  and- higher  because  of  the  British' currency  situation  but 
on  the  following  day  there  seemed  to  he  more  confidence  following  an  official 
declaration  that  there  was  no  danger  of  inflation  in  Germany.    The  spot  price 
of  wheat  at  Berlin  on  September  25  was  217.5  marks  ($1.34  in  U.S.  currency, 
calculated  at  the  current  rate  of  exchange)  which  compares  with  212  marks 
($1.36  calculated  on  the  basis  of  par) on  September  16.    The  spot  price  of 
rye  at  Berlin  on  September  25  was  190  marks  ($1.09,  current  rate  of  exchange) 
compared  with  183  marks  ($1.11  basis  of  par).

At  Kansas  City  the  .close  on  September  26  was  41  cents  as  compared  to  42  cents 
a  week  earlier.    At  Minneapolis  December  futures  advanced  from  60  cents  on 
September  19' to  61  cents  on  September'  26.     The  advance  at  Winnipeg  was  from 
52' to  55  cents".    December  futures  at  Liverpool  declined  from  58.  to  56  cents 
during  tho  week-.    At  Buenos  Aires,  December  futures  closed' on  September  25  at 
40  cents,  the  same  as  a  week  before.  "'  . 

Cash  prices  at  tho  principal  United  States  markets  declined  during 
tho  weak  ended  September  25.    No.  2  Hard  Winter  at  Kansas  City  dropped  from 
45  to  43  cents  during  the  week.    The  decline  in  No.  1  Dark  Northern  Spring 
at  Minneapolis  was  from  75  to  69  cents.    No.  2  Amber  Durum  at  Minneapolis  • 
averaged  73  cents-  for  the  week  ended  September  25  as  compared  to  74  cents 
for  the  previous  week.    No.  2  Red  Winter  at  St.  Louis  declined  from  48  to 
47  cents*    Western  white  at  Seattle  for  the  week  endod  September  18  averaged 
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50  cents  as  compared  to  49  cents  for  the  previous  week.    The  weighted  aver- 
age cash  price  of  all  classes  and  grades  at  six  markets  declined  fron  an

FEED  GRAINS 
,  Corn 

The  first  official  estimate  of  the  1931  corn  crop  in  Yugoslavia 
is  186,686,000  bushels,  which  is  a  decrease  of  aore  than  7  per  cent  fron 
the  1930  production,  and  nore  than  22  per  cent  below  the  record  crop  of 
1929,  .,Tho  European  total  for  .the  7  countries  reported  now  stands  about 
10  per  cent  above  that  '.of  last  year.    The  earlier  estimate  for  Morocco 
has.  been  reduced  considerably  on  account  of  drought.    Heavy  rains  in  Aus- 
tria have  recently  beeir  reported  as  unfavorable  to  the  corn  crop  there. 
See  corn  acreage  and  production  tables,  pages  567, and' 568. 

Exports  of  corn  from  the  leading  exporting  countries  since  November 
1,  1930  have  been  more  than  47  per  cent  larger  than  during  the  preceding 
season.    Argentine  exports  .continue  very  heavy,  increasing  to  more  than 
9,000,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  September  19.    The  Argentine  exportable 
surplus  as  of  September  28  has  been  officially  estimated  at  about  120,8.00,000 
bushels.  Last  .-jre-ar  about  110 000 ,000  im'shels.  were  .cxpos-t^d  after-  that  date. 
For  current  corn  trade  movement  and  prices,  see  tables,  pages  569  and  570. 

Barley 

In  the  three  Prairie  Provinces  of  Canada  as  a  whole  only  a  small 
percentage  of  barley  cutting  remained  to  be  done  by  September  19,  according 
to  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  while  about  50  per  cent  had  been  tfarnahed. 
In  Manitoba  about  86  per  cent  of  the  threshing  lir.d  been  completed,  in  Saskatch 
owan  35 'per  cent  and  in  Alberta  30  per  cent,  with  approximately  68  per  cent 
completed  in  southern  and  southeastern  portions. . 

Tne  1931  barley  crop  in  France  has  been  estimated  by  the  "Bulletin 
des  Hallos"  at  52,777,000  bushels,  of  which  13,117,000  buchels  are  winter 
barley  and  39,660,000  bushels  spring  barley.     This  indicates  an  increase  in 
the  French  crop  of  more  than  16  per  cent  over  that  of  last  year.     The  total 
for  the  20  European  countries  reported  is  more  than  7  per  cent  below  the 
1930  production,  while  the  total  in  the  £8  countries  of  the  Northern  Hemi- 
shpere  so  far  reported  is  more  than  17  per  cent  below.     See  barley  acreage 
and  production  tables,  pages  567  pmd  568. 
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Exports  cf  "barley  from  the  principal  exporting  countries  since  July  1 
have  "been  nearly  27  per  cent  below  those  of  last  year.    United  States  "barley 
exports  continued  rather  low  during  the  week  ended  September  19,  Bhile 
prices  advanced    to  the  highest  level  since  the  middle  of  October,  1930. 
See  tables  showing  "barley  trade  and  prices,  pages  569  and  570-    Stocks  of 
"barley  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of  Canada  on  '.Sep- 
tember 18  amounted  to  8,223,000  bushels  compared  with  21,192,000  bushels  on 
the  same  date  last  year. 

Oats 

In  the  three  Prairie  Provinces  of  Canada  most  of  the  oats  had  been 
cut  by  September  19,  with  the  threshing  54  per  cent  completed.     In  Manitoba 
about  85  per  cent  of  the  oats  had  been  threshed,  in  Saskatchewan  46  per 
cent  and  in  Alberta  32  per  cent. 

The  1931  oats  production  in  22  countries  so  far  reported  is  more. than 
7  per  cent  below  that  of  last  year.    The  total  for  the  17  European  countries 
reported,  including  the  first  estimate  for  Luxemburg  and  a  slight  decrease 
in  the  previous  estimate  for  the  Netherlands  is  3.5  per  cent  above  the  1930 
production  in  those  countries.    See  oats  acreage  and  production  tables,  pages 
567  and  568. 

Exports  of  oats  from  the  principal  exporting  countries  since  July  1 
have  been  more  than  34  per  cent  above  those  of  last  year.    United  States 
exports  continued  small  during  the  week  ended  September  19,  while  prices 
advanced  to  the  highest  level  since  the  latter  part  of  July.    See  tables 
showing  oats  trade  and  prices,  pages  569  and  570.    Stocks  of  oats  in  store 
in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of  Canada  on  September  18  amounted 
to  7,936,000  bushels  compared  with  5,810,000  bushels  on  that  date  last  year. 

Russian  grain  crop  prospects  reduced  on  State  farms 

Preliminary  reports  indicate  considerable  losses  of  grain  and  a  de- 
creased outturn  on  state-grain  farms  compared  with  what  was  expected  earlier 
according  to  an  article  in  "Socialist  Agriculture"  of  September  15,  1931. 
Drought,  often  accompanied  by  scorching  winds  in  some  regions  and  abundant 
rainfall  during  the  maturing  of  the  crops  in  others,  affected  the  crop  1 
unfavorably. 

In  addition  to  these  natural  causes,  poor  preparation  of  the  soil  is 
also  held  responsible  for  the  decreased  yield  and  harvest  difficulties,  es-i 
pecially  for  the  delay  of  the  harvest  which  is  usually  explained  by  weather™ 
conditions.    Thus  in  North  Caucasus,  the  delayed  harvest  is  said  to  be 
largely  a  result  of  the  extreme  weediness  of  the  fields  attributed  to  poor 
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farcing...  One  State-grain  farm  reported  an  admixture  of  32  per  cent  waed- 
seed  to  grain  harvested  "jy_  cor  .bine,  jhe  abundance  of  weeds  made  the  opera- 
tic:! of  the  combines  very  difficult' and  's'cnetincs"  impossible,  the  report 
stated.    Various  other  defects  in  the  preparation  of  the  soil  which,  nade 
the  harvesting  by  combines  difficult  are  also  mentioned.. 

The  state-grain  farms  are  assuming  an  increasing  importance  in  the 
Russian  grain  acreage.    The  total  grain  area'  "for"  the  1931  harvest  on  this 
type  of  farm  is  estimated  at  10,600,000  acres ,. compared  with  2,842,000  acres 
in  1930  and  358,000  acres. in  1929,  according  to  "Socialist  Grain.  Factory" 
No.  15,  1931.

COTTON 

Increased  raw  cotton  demand  at  European  markets 


Demand  for  raw  cotton  was  greatly  improved  at  Liverpool  during  the 
week  ended  September  25  with  sales  totalling  103,000  bales  as  against  31,000 
bales  the  previous  week.    Of  the  total,  about  31,000  bales  were  American 
cotton.    The  week's  total  sales  were  more ' than  double  those  of  any  week  in 
recent  months.    Prices  on  the  basis  of  the  depreciated  exchanged  were  also 
'slightly  higher  than  the  previous  week  while  on  the  basis  of  par  exchange 
prices  showed  a  marked  rise  and  in  many  cases  were  almost  equal  to  prices 
of  a  year  ago.    See  Liverpool  price  and  sales  table  page  573  for  both  cui>. . 
rent  and  par  exchange  quotations  on  foreign  cottons. 
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At  Manchester  spot  demand  was  reported,  large  and  the  market  distinct- 
ly more  active  for  all  grades  and  staple.    Yarn  sales  were  reported  larger 
than  for  several  years  and  prices  advanced  very  strongly  in  terms  of  par  ex- 
change.   A  very  "busy  week  was  reported  at  Havre .    Mills  report  good  demand 
which  made  for  an  average  run  of  65  per  cent  normal. 

Qot to:,  picking  "began  in  Egypt 

By  September  9,  cotton  bolls  were  opening  in  all  parts  of  Egypt,  and 
picking  was  under  way  in  Upper  Egypt,  according  to  a  recent  report  from  Cot- 
ton Specialist  P.  K.  llorris  at  -    Cairo.    All  danger  from  additional  water 
shortage  is  passed  since  the  IJile  is  new  in  high  flood.    The  August  official 
report  on  Egyptian  cotton  admitted  that  a  water  shortage  in  that  month  re- 
duced the  yield,  Mr.  Herri's  reports.    He  states  also  that  the  reduction  . 
is  easily  noticeable  in  districts  at  the  extreme  ends  cf  the  canals  of  the 
Lower  Delta.    Host  of  that  area  is  in  Sakellaridis  cotton  and  estimates  are 
for  a  below  average  crop.    Hot  days  followed  by  fogs  and  high  humidity  at 
night  also  caused  shedding  in  those  areas. 

Large  Ukraine  (Russia)   cotton  crop  expected. 

Cotton  picking  started  early  in  September  in  the  principal  cotton 
sections  of  Ukraine,  which  is  a  newly  developed  cotton  region  of  Russia  with 
an  area  of  about  400,000  acres  (.gee  "Foreign 'Crops  'arid  Markets" ,  August  3, 
1931,  pages  162  and  166) .    The  crop  this  year  will  exceed  considerably  the 
quantity  called  for  by  the  "plan",  and  it  is  conservatively  estimated  at 
over  90,000  bales  of  lint  cotton,  according  to  a  report  in  Socialist  Agri- 
culture of  September  14,  1931.     Considerable  harvesting  and  procuring  dif- 
ficulties, however, are  mentioned"  due'  to 'the  poor  preparation  of  the  various 
organizations  which  are  charged  with  this  task.    There  has  been  a  delay  in 
providing  storage  facilities  and  in  the  equipment  of  the  ginning  mills .  Ther 
is  evidence  of  some  retention  of  cotton  by  local  population  in  the  villages, 
the  report  states. 


DRIED  BEASTS 

The  world  situation  in  early  September 

A  57  per  cent  decrease  has  been  reported  in  the  exportable  surplus 
for  the' 1931  crop  cf  large  and  small  white  beans  in  Japan  below  exports  last 
year,  which  may  lessen  the  foreign  competition  with  white  beans  produced  in 
the  United  States.    Rumania,  an  additional  competitor  with  white  beans  in  our 
markets,  is  reported  to  have  had  favorable  growing  conditions  and  the  crop 
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there  nay  "be  as  large  as,  or  larger  than  that  of  1930,  "but  due  to  reports 
of  decreased  acreage  the  harvest  is  not  now  expected  to  be  more  than  about 
average.    Early  indications  of  below  average  crops  in  France  and  Great  Bri- 
tain, normally  importing  countries,  suggest  some  increase . in  demand  in 
Europe  for  the  white  bean  crop  of  European  exporting  countries.    A  49  per 
cent  reduction  in  the  estimated  exportable  surplus  of  long  cranberries  for 
Japan  should  tend  to  reduce  the  competition  for  the  domestic  cranberry  bean 
crop  in  our  markets. 

The  September  estimate  of  United  States  bean  production  by  States 
shows  an  increase  of  about  a  third  in  the  total  for  Michigan  and  Hew  York 
combined,  where  nearly  all  of  the  pea  beans  and  marrows  and  a  large  part  of 
the  red  kidneys  are  grown.    A  reduction  in  the  total  for  three  western  States 
producing  most  of  the  great  northern  crop  is  not  sufficient  to  effect  the 
increase  in  Michigan  and  New  York.    Production  in  the  important  pinto  growing 
States  is  well  below  both  last  year's  large  crop  and  the  average  of  recent 
years.    Reduction  in  the  estimate  for  California  reduces  further  the  total 
bean  crop  estimate  for  1931  to  about  the  1925-1929  average. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  for  both  foreign  countries  and  the 
United  States  weather  conditions  in  the  late  growing  and  harvesting  period 
can  change  the  prospect  materially  and  estimates  even  as  late  as  early  Sept- 
ember can  be  revised  considerably.    Wholesale  prices  of  many  classes  of  beans 
rose  some  during  August  but  part  of  the  grains  were  lost  in  the  first  23  days 
of  September.     See  release  B-3  "WORLD  DRY  BEAN  SITUATION" ,  September  26,  1931. 


SUGAR  BESTS 

The  1931  world  sugar  beet  acrea.ge  including  Russia  is  estimated  at 
8,509,000  acres  as  compared  with  lust  year's  acreage  of  8,491,000  acres,  ac- 
cording to  the  latest  estimates  received  from  official  sources  and  the  Inter- 
national Institute  of  Agriculture.     The  indicated  slight  increase  over  last 
year  is  due  to  an  increase  of  31  per  cent  in  the  Russian  sugar  beet  acreage, 
which  this  year  accounts  for  almost  one-half  of  the  total  acreage  planted  to 
sugar  beets  in  all  Europe.    All  other  countries  of  importance  in  the  beet 
sugar  industry  report  acreages  well  below  last  year.    The  world  acreage  of 
sugar  beets  is  summarized  on  page  571. 

Production  of  sugar  beets  in  five  European  countries  reporting  to  date, 

shows  a  decrease  of  32  per  cent  fro:u  last  year.     These  countries  accounted 

for  only  about  15  per  cent  of  the  total  1930  sugar  beet  production  in  Europe, 
excluding  Russia.

-•Hungary,  one  of  the  signatory.-  countries'  to"  the . Chadbourne  Sugar  Stabi- 
lization Plan,  reports  a  sugar  beet  crop  39  oer  cent  below  that  of  1930.  No 
statistics  on  production  have  "been  received  from  the  other  members  of  the 
Sugar  Stabilization  Plan.    Crop  prospects  in  these  countries  so  far  have  been 
more  or  less  favorable.    A  report  of  September  24,  from  a  trade  source,  states 
that  in  Germany  the  weather  had  been  very  favorable    and  beets  had  increased 
both  in  weight  and  sucrose  content.    Harvesting  of  beets  had  started.  In 
Czechoslovakia  the  beets  had  increased  in  weight  and  the  sucrose  content  was 
reported  as  fair.    Crop  conditions  in  Belgium  and  Poland  were  not  very  satis- 
factory.    In  Belgium  a  satisfactory  growth  of  roots  and  leaves  but  a.- low  suc- 
rose content  is  reported  while  in  Poland  the  weight  of  roots  and  leaves  is  well 
below  last  year  but  the  sucrose  content  is  said  to  be  remarkably  good.  See 
table,  page  571. 

Harvesting  of  sugar  beets  is  in  progress  on  a  large  scale  in  the  sugar 
beet  growing  regions  of  Russia,  according  to  the  "Socialist  Agriculture"  of 
September  14.    Out  of  the  195  sugar  beet  factories  of  the  Souizsakhar,  133  had 
begun  lifting  of  beets.    Up  until  September  10,  4.8  per  cent  of  the  original 
plan  had  been  harvested.     The  report  states  that  the  preparations  for  the 
harvest  season  were  poor,  especially  as  regards  transporting  beets  from  the 
fields  to  the  factories.    On  September  10  there  were  about  600,000  short  tons 
harvested  beets  still  on  the  fields  waiting  to  be  transported  to  the  factories.

'  -'  ■       Soy  bean  crop  in  Manchuria  similar  to  last  year 

The  1931  soy  bean  crop  in  Manchuria  is  estimated  at  5,750,000  tons  of 
2,000  pounds  by  the  South  Manchuria  Railway,  according  to  a  radiogram  received 
from  0.  L.  Dawson,  Agricultural  Commissioner  at  Shanghai.    This  compares  with 
.5,830,000  tons  harvested  last  year.    There  have  been  numerous  reports  of  a 
reduction  of  soy  bean  acreage  due  to  low  prices  prevailing  for  the  1930  crop 
but  the  new  forecast  of  the  railway  company  indicates  that  yield  px-ospects 
have  largely  off set, whatever  decreases  may  have  taken  place  in  the  acreage 
and  that  the  total  crop  will  not  be  materially  less  than  last  year. 

This  comparatively  large  crop  prospect  is  accentuated  by  a  relatively 
large,  carryover  of  old  beans.    I".  ?  carryover  is  placed  at  fully  500,000  tons 
compared  with  150,000  tons  a  year  ago .    The  entire  supply  situation  will  prob- 
ably not  be  much  different  than  last  season  when  a  slow  movement  of  the  crop 
and  low  prices  had  an  adverse  affect  on  the  general  economic  situation  in 
Manchuria  since  soy  beans  is  the.  big  cash  crop  of  this  region.    Quotations  as 
reported  on  September  24  at  Darien  were  equivalent  to  United  States  $1.04  per 
cwt.  for  soy  beans  to  71  cents  per  cwt.  for  bean  cake,  and  $2.76  per  cwt.  for 
bean  oil . 
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The  demand  for  beans  and  bean  oil  on  the  part  of  Europe  has  been  weak 
throughout  the  year  due  to  unfavorable  economic  conditions  in  Europe  and  in- 
creased competition  from  other  oils.    A  few  years  ago  it  was  feared  that 
mineral  .fertilizers  were  tending  to  replace  Manchurian  bean  cake  as  fertilizer 
in  Japan  and  leaders  in  the  industry  were  concerned  about  the  decrease  in  the 
consumption  of  bean  cake.     The  low  price  of  bean  cake,  however,  has  apparently 
arrested  this  tendency  and  Japan's  takings  of  bean  cake  have  been    large.  The 
low  prices  have  stimulated  a  larger  use  of  bean  cake  for  fertilizer  in  South 
China.     There  is  a  small  trade  in  Manchurian  bean  meal  on  the  Pacific  Coast 
of  the  United  states  but  it  is  reported  that  this  trade  has  fallen  off  mater- 
ially this  past  season. 

Trade  circles  in  Harbin  and  Darien  do  not  anticipate  a  very  active 
market  for  soy  bean  products  for  the    coming  season.    Eorward  business  is  dull 
compared  with  former  years  and  no  material  improvement  is  in  sight. 


FRUIT,  VEGETABLES  ANT)  FJTS 

Large  apple  and  pear  crops  in  Europe 

All  reports  continue  to  indicate  an  abundant  supply  of  both  apples 
and  pears  on  the  European  Continent  this  year,  according  to  a  recent  report 
from  Agricultural  Attache'  L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin.    Heavy  supplies  are  ex- 
pected to  be  available  for  all  northern  and  central  Europe  including  Nether- 
lands until  later  in  the  season  than  usual.     The  French  market  may  offer  a 
better  than  usual  outlet  for  American  apples  owing  to  the  moderate  domestic 
supplies,  but  the  competition  in  view  from  Swiss  and  Italian  apples  promises 
to  be  keener  than  usual.     In  Germany,  crop  prospects  for  both  apples  and 
pears  improved  during  August  and  early  September  despite  considerable  cool 
and  rainy  weather  in  the  former  month.     In  Switzerland  a  record  crop  of 
apples  is  expected.    Netherlands  continues  to  expect  about  a  medium  crop  of 
apples  and  a  good  pear  crop.    In  Belgium.,  early  apples  made  a  good  crop  and 
pears  were  fair,  but  late  varieties  of  both  fruits  have  been  considerably 
damaged,  with  relatively  small  crops  in  view. 

French  prune  estimates  lowered. 

The  French  crop  of  dried  prunes  for  1931  is  now  estimated  at  only 
4,500  short  tons,  according  to  a  cable  of  September  28  from  Agricultural  Com- 
missioner N.  I.  Nielsen  at  Marseille.     The  former  estimate,  vrhich  appeared  in 
this  section  last  week,  was  for  a  crop  of  about  8,000  short  tons.     The  1930 
crop  was  estimated  at  17,000  short  tons.    Much  of  the  current  crop  was  damaged 
and  lost  through  the  heavy  rains  experienced  in  the  first  week  of  September, 
|Mr.  Nielsen  reports.    Prices  of  French  prunes  have  advanced  considerably. 
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The  British  prune  market  situation 

There  is  considerable  interest  in- the. London  prune  market  with  respect 
to  spot  fruit  of  all  sizes,  according  to  a  September  28  cable  from  Mr.  3F.  A. 
Mot.z  the  Department's  Fruit  Mar  hating  Specialist  in  Europe,    prices  have  ad- 
vanced sharply  and  spot  stocks  of  all  sizes  are  short..   The  forward  position, 
however,   is  made  difficult  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  shippers  are  demanding 
soles  based  on  dollar  exchange.    Buyers  are  being  advised  to  purchase  even 
at  advance  rates  as  prices  still  leave  sufficient  margin  for  selling  at 
popular  prices.     The  financial  position  in  Liverpool  is  similar  to  that  in 
London,  all  quotations  being  based  on  $4.85  to  the  pound  sterling.  Buyers 
there  are  assuming  all  risk  in  the  exchange.     Spot  stocks  are  limited  but 
are  moving  freely  at  slightly  higher  prices. 


LIVESTOCK,  AMD  WOOL 

German  ho"  numbers  reach  record  levels 

Hog  numbers  in  Germany  on  September  1,  1931  were  officially  estimated 
at  35,400,000,  an  increase  of  9  per  cent  over  the  numbers  on  the  same  date 
in  1930,  according  to  a  cable  to  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service    of  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Agricultural  Attache'  L.  V.  Steere  at 
Berlin.     This  is  the  largest  number  for  this  time  of  the  year  on  record. 
The  increase  this  year,  however,  is  not  as  great  as  last  year  when  the  number 
on  September  1  was  19  per  cent  above  the  same  date  of  1929.     See  table,  page 
570. 

It  has  been  expected  by  German  experts  that  the  peak  of  the  present 
hog  production  cycle  would  be  reached  this  September  according  to  earlier 
reports  from  Berlin.     In  Prussia,    'he re  almost  70  per  cent  of  German  hogs 
are  located,  a  recent  census  indicated  a  decrease  from  last  year  of  35  per 
cent  in  brood  sows  of  6  months  to  one  year  of  age.     Inspected  hog  slaughter 
in  Germany  from  October  to  June  1930-31  reached  15,508,000,  an  increase  of 
18  per  cent  over  the  same  period  of  1929-30  and  1  per  cent  over  1927-28,  the 
period  of  heaviest  slaughter  since  the  war. 

Larger  South  American  wool  exports 

Total  wool  exports  from  Argentina  and  Uruguay  reached  503,811  bales 
for  the  period'  October-August  1930-31,  according  to  Assistant  Agricultural  :  " 
Commissioner  C..L.  Luedtke  at  Buenos  Aires.     The  figure  for  the  corresponding' 
1929-30  period  was  466,154  bales,  An  increase  of  10.9  per  cent  over  1929-30 
exports  is  noted  for  the  current  movement  from  Argentina,  while  Uruguayan 
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exports  increased  2  per  cent.     Increased  exports  to  England  and  Germany  account 
for  the  -  larger  - 1930-31  .figures  for  "both  South  Air  eric  an  countries.     See  table, 
page  .573.     Stocks,  of  -vool  .as  of  September  10  in  both  Argentina  and  Uruguay  were 
reported' cis'  small,  with  little  importance  being 'attached  to  current  sales,  Mr. 
Luedtke. state's*.    There  has  been  a  considerable  amount  of  interest  shown  in 
best.  Up-river  wools,  however,  especially  for  super  fine  crossbreds  from  Cor- 
riente.s.

Quotations-  oil  the  principal  European  butter  markets  were  uniformly 
somewhat  higher  on  September  24  than  a  week  earlier,  but  London  prices,  ad- 
versely affected  by  exchange  rates,  showed  a  sharp  drop  in  terms  of  United 
States  currency-.-  -  The  Copenhagen  official  quotation  as  reflecting  the  general 
market  situation  lndepehdent.lv  of  .  the  influence  of  exchange  values,  advanced 
from  the  equivalent' of  25,'S  cents  to  26.1  cents ..' Berlin  continued  unchanged, 
at  27. 2. .cents.-  London  quotations,  while  generally  higher  in  shillings  per 
cwt.  represented  •prices' markedly  lower,  than  a  week  earlier  when  converted 
at  prevailing:. Exchange  rates  to  equivalents  in  United  States  currency.  At 
the  rate  quoted  as  of  September  24,  namely,  $3.55  instead  of  the  par  rate  of 
$4.87  formerly  used,  Danish  butter  in  London  was  quoted  at  the  equivalent  of 
22.2  cents  per  pound  and  Hew'  .Zealand ■  at  19 .2  cents  as  compared  with  28.5 
cents  and  24^2'.;certs ,  respectively,  a  week  earlier.    With  prices  well  main- 
tained in  -domestic  markets,  the  margin  in  favor  of  Hew  York,  92  score,  over 
Copenhagen  v/e.s  7  cents  or  about  the  same  as  the  previous  Thursday.     See  page 
575  for  detailed  comparative  price  statement. 
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FO REIGN  AGRICULTURAL  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

September  was  another  unfavorable  month  in  the  leading  foreign  mar- 
kets for  American  agricultural  products,  according  to  information  received 
in  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  from  its  field  agents,  the  Depafi^isment 
of  Commerce  and  other  sources.    The  British  departure  from  the  gold  stand- 
ard was  the  outstanding  incident.    An  immediate  effect  has  "been  a  material 
increase  in  the  atmosphere  of  uncertainty  surrounding  general  "business  act- 
ivity, and  particularly  the  import  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom.    In  all 
European  markets,  however,  a  reduced  purchasing  power  is  in  evidence,  ac- 
companying a  continued  general  depression  in  industry  and  an  increase  in 
the  volume  of  unemployment.    There  have  been  practically  no  favorable  de- 
velopments in  the  European  markets  for  American  wheat,  cotton,  pork  products 
or  fruit.    In  the  Orient,  a  fair  amount  of  business  has  been  done  in  cotton 
and  relatively  less  in  wheat.     China  continues  as  a  fairly  good  outlet  for 
American  flue-cured  tobacco. 

In  the  United  Kingdom,  the  unfavorable  exchange  situation  resulting 
from  the  decision  to  stop  supporting  sterling  created  a  new  hindrance  upon 
the  importing  of  American  agricultural  products.     Increases  in  sterling 
prices  on  many  American  products  have  been  noted,  together  with  an  inten- 
sifying of  competition.    In  the  field  of  national  finances,  the  business 
community  now  knows  what  it  may  expect  by  way  of  higher  taxes  and  reduc- 
tions in  the  sums  devoted  to  the  social  services,  but  there  is  still  con- 
siderable uncertainty  as  to  financial  developments  in  connection  with  the 
domestic  political  situation.    Meanwhile,  the  unemployment  total  advanced 
2,762,000  by  September  1  against  2,060,000  a  year  ago,  and  the  leading  in- 
dustries continue  in  a  state  of  depression.    Coal  mining  and  steel  making 
remained  at  a  low  level  with  shipyards  reporting  few  new  orders.  Ctftton 
textiles  showed  no  signs  of  improvement  in  September. 

On  the  Continent,  there  were  no  developments  during  August  and  Sept- 
ember in  the  direction  of  an  improved  demand  for  American  agricultural 
products,  according  to  Agricultural  Attache  L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin.  Coming 
so  soon  after  the  German  financial  crisis,  the  shift  in  the  British  monetary 
policy  has  intensified  the  current  uncertainty  as  to  what  di  recti  or/general 
economic  developments  may  take.    At  present,  business  activity  generally 
continues  at  depression  levels  or  is  steadily  declining  in  all  continental 
countries.    A  policy  of  credit  restriction  is  now  in  force,  with  interest 
rates  showing  a  tendency  to  rise.    Unemployment  has  again  begun  to  arise  in 
all  continental  countries,  with  the  business  recession  in  France  assuming 
the  aspect  of  a  real  decline.    An  important  factor  in  the  continental  rise 
of  unemployment  has  been  the  persistent  downward  tendency  of  prices,  with 
its  resultant  increased  competition  and  widespread  efforts  to  reduce  costs. 
Under  such  conditions,   the  buying  of  raw  materials,  such  as  cotton,  conti- 
nues on  a  hand-to-mouth  basis. 
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By  September  2b,  December  futures  •  at '  Liverpool  had  declined  to  56 
cents  per  bushel,  a  return  to  the  levels  prevailing  earlier  in  the  month. 
A  year  ago,  December  futures  at  Liverpool'  stood  at  87  cents.    Prices  con- 
tinued to  be  influenced  by  the  large  stocks  of  wheat  in  the  principal 
exporting  countries  and  by  rather  -  heavy  shipments  from  fiassia.    The  latter 
movement  so  far  this  season  has  been  about  3  times  larger  than  that  of 
last  year. 

Exe  restrictions  on  the  importation- of  wheat  into  the  deficit  coun- 
tries of  continental  Europe  tend  to  prevent 'a  significant  volume  of  for- 
ward purchasing  in  those  countries,  where  supplies  of  domestic  wheat  are 
still  plentiful.    It  appears,  however,  that  there  has  Ifsan  considerable 
crop  damage  on  the  Continent  during  the- past  few  week-:  as  a  r«sniit  cf  un- 
favorable harvesting  weather,  according'  to  Agriculture  Attache  L.  V. 
Steere  at  3erlin.    She  less  favorable  turn  in  continental  crop  conditions 
has  not  been  reflected  in  prices,  liri  Si&zre  states,  because  demand  has 
been  prevented  from  asserting  itself  by  restrictive  measures . 

In  the  Orient,  the  Tientsin,  China  flour  marltet  was  somewhat  less 
active  ^  during  .august  pending  the  outcome  of  negotiations  with  the  United 
States  over  wheat  and  flour  for  flood  relief,  according  to  a  mid-September 
cable  from  Consul  General  Lockhart.    Tientsin  flour  production'  during  Aug-  ... 
ust,  however,  reached  a  new  high  record  for  recent  years  at  243,000  barrels. 
As  September  advanced,  mills  were  confronted  with  a  prospective  shortage  of . 
domestic  wheat.    September  1  stochs  cf  foreign  and  Shanghai  flour  at  Tient- 
sin were  larger  than  in  recent  months.    In  Japan,  the  domestic  flour  market, 
was  weal:  early  in  September,  according  to  Consul  General  Garrels  at  Tokyo. 
Export  demand  was  good,  however,  and  less  than  normal  stocks  were  reported* 
Mills  were  fairly  active  on  orders  for  both  domestic  and  Chinese  markets. 

Cotton 

Frices  of  American  cotton  at  Liverpool  during-  September  were  somewhat 
under  those  of  August,  and  sharply  below  last  year's  levels.    The  market  has 
been  generally  quiet,  however,  with  the  abundant  supplies  more  than  offset- 
ting the  few  instances  of  revived  spinner  interest  in  raw  cotton,  kid- 
September  reports  from  Manchester  continued  to  reflect  the  low  demand  for 
piece  goods  in  all  important  markets .    Demand  from  India,  has  shown  no  signs 
of  reviving  and  only  small  sales  have  been  recorded.    A  little  mere  business 
was  done  with  China  in  recent  weeks,,  but  other  outlets  have  shown  little 
or  no  interest.     Cost-reducing  efforts  continue  to  command  a  leading  amount 
of  attention  ir.  Lancashire.    Some  progress  seems  to  have  been  made  toward 
inducing  weavers  to  work  more  than  four '  looms ,  but  the  new  system  is  in  ef- 
fect in  only  a  few  mills,  and  usually  not  on  the  scale  at  first  contemplated. 
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On  the  Continent,  the  cotton  textile  industry  continues  to  report  a 
very  unsatisfactory  level  of  current  operations,  Mr.  Steere  reports  from 
Berlin.     The  raw  cotton  market  was  shaken  "by  the  August  developments  in 
supplies,  and  "by  the  sharp  fall  in  prices,  "but  a  few  signs  of  reviving  in- 
terest appeared  at  the  beginning  of  September  in  the  form  of  some  spot  "buy- 
ing by  spinners.    Additional  spinner  and  merchant  buying  awaits  some  indi- 
cation of  firmer  cotton  prices.-  The  revival  of  interest  could  be  counted 
upon  despite  the  lack  of  a  general  "business  revival  necessary  for  a  pick- 
up in  general  consumer ■ demand.    The  prolonged. period  of  declining  and  re- 
stricted activity  in  the  cotton  textile  industry  has  reduced  materially, 
the  retail  stocks  of  cotton  goods.    A  real  increase  in  the  movement  of 
.goods  into  consumption,  however,  is  contingent  upon  a  general  rise  in 
purchasing  power  accompanying  a  general  advance  in • employment . 

In  the  Orient  ,  the  price  of  American  cotton  in  Japan  continued  down- 
ward during  September,  according  to  a  cable  ox  September  29  from  Consul. 
Donovan  at  Notre  •    During  August,  parity  in  favor,  of  American  cotton  in- 
creased to  such  an  extent  that  by  September  1  there  was-  practically  n  o 
interest  being-  displayed  in  Indian  cotton.    August  imports  of  American 
cotton  were/seasonally  smaller  but  still-  larger  than  last  year.  Chinese 
political  developments  are  regarded  as  of  considerable  significance  "in 
the  Japanese  cotton  textile  industry.  -In  China,  cotton  yarn  prices  showed 
.some  seasonal  dip. during  the  month  ended  September  15.    The  demand  for 
yarn,  however,  was  not  regarded  as  unfavorable  for  that  time  of  year,  ac- 
cording to  information  cabled  by  Agricultural  Commissioner  Dawson  at 
Shanghai.    The  rate  of  mill  activity  has  maintained  a  seasonally  good  level 
and  mid-September  yarn  stocks  were  at.  about  usual  figures.    Stocks  of  native 
■cotton  wore  reported  as  light,  with  stocks  of  American  and  Indian  not-"  -  • 
unusually  heavy.        ..  «  -     -■  . 

Fork  products  .....  ... 

American  pork  products  continued  to  find  an  unsatisfactory  market 
in  Europe  during  September.     In  cured  pork,  Liverpool  quotations  on^American 
hams    were  fairly  firm,  but  at  prices  considerably  below  those  of  last  year. 
Quotations  on  American  green„bellies ''were,  the  weakest  since  last  March,  and 
ranged  about  $5.00  per  100  pounds  below  last  year's  levels.    Danish  Wiltshire 
sides  also  were  easier  during  September  than  . in  the.  preceding  month.  Receipt! 
of  cured  pork  from  continental  sources  continue  large  while  imports  from  the 
United  States  into  Great  Britain  have. been  declining,  especially  in  bacon. 
There  is  practically  no  .  continental.  European  interest  ill  American  cured  pork. 

-. ...     In  lard,.  Liverpool  prices  had  an  upward  , tendency  during  September, 
returning  to  more  than  $10.50  per  100  pounds,  the  highest  since  last  April.  * 
That  high  level,  however,  was  more  than. $2. 50  -under  -last  year's  prices.  Un- 
like the  trade  in  .American,  cured  pork,. "British  markets  continue  to  absorb 
good. quantities • of  .American. lard.    On  the  Continent ,  however,  there  is  con- 
siderably less  interest  in  lard  from  the  United  States.    In  Germany,  the 
leading  continental  consumer,  Hamburg  lard  prices  were  slightly  higher  in 
September  than  in  August,  but  at  levels  well  below  those  of  last  year. 
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In  general,  there  has  "been  no  change  in  the  -unfavorable  continental 
outlet  for  American  products,  Mr.  Steere  reports.    Heavy  hog  marketings 
continue  to  be  the  rule  in  all  the  principal  producing  countries.  The^e 
resulting  large  supplies  of  pork  and  lard  are  offering  serious  competition 
to  the  American  products  in  all  the  usual  European  outlets  for  United  States 
exports  of  those  products.    Hog  numbers  in  Germany  as  of  September  1,  1931 
were  placed  at  the  record  figure  of  25,400,000  head,  an  increase  of  9  per 
cent  over  a  year  ago.     In  Prussia,  however,  where  70  per  cent  of  the  German 
hogs  are  located,  there  is  noted  a  decline  of  35  per  cent  from  last  year's 
figures  for  young  breeding  sows. 

Fruit 

Current  developments  in  the  continental  fruit  markets  continue  un- 
favorable for  the  disposal  of  American  fresh  fruit  exports,  Mr.  Steere  re- 
ports. Developments  of  the  past  few  weeks  tend  to  confirm  earlier  reports 
of  large  continental  apple  and  pear  crops  this  season.    Most  continental- 
market  reports  indicate  generally  weak  prices  for  all  varieties  of  frdit, 
with  evidence  of  reduced  purchasing  power  apparent,  notwithstanding  a  large 
movement  into  consumption  at  the  low  prices  now  prevailing.    Restricted  pur- 
chasing power  is  particularly  evident  in  the  central  European  countries,  Mr 
Steere  states  .    More  favorable  outlets  exist  in  Scandinavia,  where  general 
business  has  held  up  better  than  elsewhere  and  where  fruit  crops  are  not  as 
well  developed  this  year.    In  France  also  the  situation  is  somewhat b etter 
than  in  central  Europe . 

Tobacco 

Conditions  in  the  Chinese  tobacco  and  cigarette  business  are  not  mater- 
ially different  from  conditions  of  last  year,  when  a  new  record  was  establish- 
ed in  United  States  exports  of  flue-cured  leaf  to  China.,  according  to  cabled 
advices  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Dawson  at  Shanghai...    There-  are 
many  indications  of  a  continually  expanding  consumption  of  cigarettes  in 
China  but  at  present  one  of  the  fundamental  difficulties  in  enlarging  the  use 
of  American  leaf  is  the  very  low  silver  exchange.    Cigarette  companies  have 
found  it  difficult  to  advance  the  price  of  cigarettes  in  keeping  with  the  low 
exchange  rate  of  silver  and  still  maintain  a  high  volume  of  sales.    The  gold 
equivalent  of  current  prices  of  the  most  popular  brands  in  China  has  become 
so  low  at  the  present  exchange  that  manufacturers  must  resort  to  lower  grades 
of  American  leaf  and  to  native  leaf  grown  from  American  seed.     Chinese  leaf 
varies  considerably  in  quality,  and  the  extent  to  which  substitution  can  take 
place  without  injuring  the  quality  and  sales  of  a  particular  brand  of  cigar- 
ettes varies  with  each  brand.     The  cheapest  brands  are  using  largely  Chinese 
leaf,  but  many  of  the  best  selling  brands  maintain  substantial  percentages 
of  American  leaf.     There  has  been,  however,  a  very  evident  trend  in  c onsump- 
tion  towards  lower  grade  cigarettes.
